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CHARTER 

of the 

LOUISIANA ANNUAL CONFERENCE 
of the 

METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH 

In the United States of America. 

United States of America, State of Louisiana, Parish of Or- 
leans, City of New Orleans. 

Be it known, That on this 24th day of January, in the year 
of our Lord, one thousand nine hundred and eleven, and of the 
Independence of the United States, the one hundred and thirty - 
fifth, before me, Gabriel Fernandez, Jr., a Notary Public, in 
and 'for the Parish of Orleans, duly commissioned and quali- 
fied and in the presence of the witnesses hereinafter named 
and undersigned, personally came and appeared, the several 
prsons Whose names are hereunto subscribed, who severally 
declared to me, Notary, that availing themselves of the laws 
of the State of Louisiana in such cases made and provided, they 
have covenanted and agreed and do by these presents cove- 
nant and agree and bind themselves as well as all such other 
persons as may hereafter become associated with them, to 
form a corporation and body politic in law, for the purposes 
and objects, and under the article and stipulations herein set 
forth. 

Article I. 

This corporation shall be known and styled as the Louisi- 
ana Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 

in the United States of America, and under its said corporate 
name shall have power and authority to enjoy succession for 
the period of ninety-nine years from the date hereof, unless 
dissolved according to law, to contract, sue and be sued, to 
make and use a corporate seal, and the same to alter or break 
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at pleasure, to acquire and possess by any title whatever real 
and personal property and to dispose of same, as the interest 
and convenience of said corporation may require, to elect such 
officers and to make and establish such by-laws and rules and 
adopt such code of laws or Constitution as they see fit, not 
contrary to the Constitution or laws of the State of Louisiana 
or of the United States, or of the Constitution of the Method- 
ist Episcopal Church in the United States of America, and the 
same to alter or amend as may be necessary or proper. 

Article II. 

The domicile of this corporation shall be in the City of 
New Orleans, and all legal process shall be served upon the 
President of this corporation and in his absence or inability to 
act, upon the Vice President, and in the absence or inability of 
both of these officers, to act, upon the Secretary, and in his 
absence upon the Treasurer. 

Article III. 

The objects and purposes for which this corporation is 
established are hereby declared to be, for religious and educa- 
tional purposes and for the promotion of Christian instruction, 
the support of public worship, and the advancement of God's 
Kingdom among men, in accordance with the Articles of Re- 
ligion and the Doctrines and General Rules of the Discipline 
as set forth in the fundamental law or Constitution of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church in the United States of America. 

Article IV. 

The , Officers of this corporation shall consist of a Presi- 
dent, a Vice President, a Secretary and a Treasurer, one' of 
whom shall reside in the City of New Orleans, and such other 
assistant officers as this corporation may determine. The offi- 
cers of this corporation shall be elected quadrennially by bal- 
lot, on the third day of assembling- of the Annual Conference. 
No person shall be elected to office who is not a full member 
of the Annual Conference. A majority of the votes cast shall 
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elect and the officers so elected shall hold office until the as- 
sembling of the next quadrennial conference, or until their 
successors are elected and qualified. 

Article V. 

A Bishop shall preside in the Annual Conference ; in case 
no Bishop is present, a member of the Conference appointed by 
the Bishop shall preside, but if no appointment is made, or the 
person appointed does not attend, the Conference shall elect a 
presiding officer by ballot, from among the elders present and 
without debate. 

Article VI. 

The following persons shall compose the first officers of 
this corporation, to-wit : Rev. B. M. Hubbard, president; Rev. 
Valcour Chapman, Ph. C, Vice President; Rev. J. O. Rich- 
ards, Secretary; Rev. Hubbard Daniels, Treasurer. A failure 
to hold an election at the time specified shall not act as a for- 
feiture of this charter. 

Article VII. 

Whenever this corporation is dissolved, either by limita- 
tion or otherwise, its affairs shall be liquidated under the su- 
pervision of three Liquidators appointed from among the mem- 
bers of the corporation at a meeting of the Conference con- 
vened for that purpose. Said Liquidators shall be chosen by 
a majority vote and shall remain in office until the affairs of 
the corporation shall have been fully liquidated and the 
amounts derived from the sale of such properties as this cor- 
poration may then own, shall after the payment of its debts, 
be given to the Freedman's Aid Society of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church in the United States of America, in the event of 
the death or disability of one of the Liquidators, the survivors 
or survivor shall continue to act. 

Article VIII. 

This Charter may be altered or amended by a two-thirds 
vote of the members of the Conference at any regular meeting 
of the Annual Conference.
